THOMPSON interviewed DETECTIVE ROBERT ADKINS of the Lowndes County 
Detective Bureau at the Detective Bureau in reference to the 
present investigation. SAS THOMPSON noted that DETECTIVE ADKINS 
is the detective assigned to the present investigation. DETECTIVE 
ADKINS stated the following. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that on 
Tuesday, November 1, 1988 between 9:00 and 9:15 a.m. a hunter by 

the name of ROBERT MOORE found the body of an elderly white male 
lying in a wooded area off of the CCC Road which is a county 
maintained road off of Highway 84 East in Lowndes County. 

DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that the body was lying on the side of a 
three path road off of the CCC Road approx?mate!y 4/10 of a mile 
south on the CCC Road from the intersection of 84 East and the CCC 
Road. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that the white male was dressed in 
a gray business suit, and stated that the vest to the suit was 
wrapped around the victim's head. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that 
the body was not hidden at all, and stated that the body was 
dumped on the side of the three path road. DETECTIVE ADKINS 
stated that the body was lying on it's right side, and stated that 
a wound to the left upper portion of the head was noted. 

DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that it was unclear at this time whether 
the victim died of a gunshot wound or a blow to the head. 

DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that no identification could be found on 
the victim, but stated that the victim was wearing wire rim 
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glasses, and stated that on the left sleeve of the victim's coat a 
circular patch had been cut out. of the suit. DETECTIVE ADKINS 
stated that nothing could be found on the victim except a gold 
wedding band. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that the only other piece 
of evidence found at the scene was a blue green washcloth which 
was found on the ground next to the body. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated 
that, there was no vehicle in the area, and stated that photographs 
were made of some possible tire tracks on the CCC Road leading 
into the three path road. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that the victim 
appeared to be a well dressed white male approximate1y 55 to 65 
years of age, gray hair, and wearing gold wire rim glasses. 
DETECTIVE ADKINS stated the victim appeared to be 5'9” possibly 
5'10" in height, and weighing 170 to 180 pounds. DETECTIVE ADKINS 
stated that photographs were made of the entire crime scene and 
the area where the body was located. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that 
extensive pictures were taken of the position of the body and of 
the clothing worn by the victim. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that 
other than the subject who found the body there were no other 
witnesses in the area at the time. DETECTIVE ADKINS stated that 
according to the sheriff's office and the Valdosta police 
department there were no missing white males from this area, but 
stated that a lookout was placed nationwide in reference to the 


body in an effort to identify the subject. DETECTIVE ADKINS 
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stated that the body was taken to the morgue at the South Georgia 
Medical Center until it could be moved to the crime lab in Atlanta 
for autopsy.

TROOPER OWENS stated that the response also 
indicated that MR. TUCKER was the victim of a homicide in 
Valdosta, Georgia. TROOPER OWENS stated that additional 
information was received on the teletype that the State of Georgia 
wanted the vehicle held and processed for prints. TROOPER OWENS 
stated at this time they asked the white male where he got the 
vehicle, and stated that he replied that he stole it. TROOPER 
OWENS stated that they asked the white male what happened to the 
owner of the vehicle, and stated that the white male advised he 
had killed him.

At that time, he stated the owner of the vehicle was found 

murdered in their jurisdiction and gave me a brief summary of 

the event. He stated that they would not be able to be out to 
our jurisdiction immediately, however, he requested that our 
Criminalistics personnel perform the gathering of evidence from 
the vehicle. 

The vehicle itself was listed in NCIC under NIC #V034916534 as 
being stolen from Omaha, NB. The license plate on the vehicle 
was in NCIC under NIC #P617503646 as being stolen out of 
Escambia County,.FIorida.

In front of the passenger seat, on the dash, we found a piece of 
nylon line, one set of six keys and a blue Cricket lighter, 
along with one plaid, sandbag ashtray with two kinds of 
cigarette butts.

FACTS OF REPORT continued ... 

During this time Trooper OWENS advised the suspect of the reason for 
the arrest and asked if he owned the vehicle. The suspect, who verbally 
identified himself as WALTER GERALD ELLIS, DOB 01/30/48, SS#330-38-5772, 
stated, "No, I stole the car at the Florida-Georgia border." Mr. ELLIS 
was aaked how he stole the vehicle, to which he responded, "I killed 
him." Mr. ELLIS was reminded of his Miranda Rights and if he was sure 
he understood he had the right to remain silent and the right to cousel, 
to which he stated, "I understand all that, I did it and I might as well 
get it over with." Mr. ELLIS stated the gun that we had found in the 
vehicle was his and he used it to shoot the owner, whom he knew as Harmon, 

Mr. ELLIS began talking about the crime without question, stating he had 
met Harmon in Council Bluff, Iowa at a fast food restaurant and became 
friends with him. Mr. HARMON offered to drive Mr. ELLIS to Florida as 
Mr. ELLIS wished to go there to find employment. Mr. HARMON stated he 
had to go to Florida on business, on 10/28/88 HARMON picked up Mr. 

ELLIS at a McDonald's Restaurant, they went to a bank where they went in 
and withdrew money and then drove towards Florida. During the drive 
HARMON began making homosexual advances towards Mr. ELLIS, who in turn 
struck HARMON and told him he would kill him if he did not quit and that 
he had a gun in his bag. HARMON began grabbing at Mr. ELLIS's genitals 
at which time Mr. ELLIS drove to an isolated area near the Georgia-Florida 
border and made HARMON get out of the vehicle, at which time HARMON got 
out with a towel, which he knelt down on, and said, "This is fun." Mr. 
ELLIS said, "Then I shot him." 


Mr. ELLIS was transported to the Clark County jail by Trooper OWENS and 
me, where Mr. ELLIS stated he would freely give a taped interview. Upon 
arriving at the Clark County jail Mr. ELLIS was again advised of his 
rights and freely without duress, coercion, threat or promise, signed a 
waiver of his rights form. On 11/05/88 at 0230 hours Mr. ELLIS freely 
gave an interview concerning the death of Mr. LORENZO HARMON TUCKER, 
with the knowledge of it being taped. The tape of the interview has been 
booked into evidence, along with the gun, our photographs of the vehicle, 
photographs of the suspect (ELLIS) and Mr. ELLIS's clothing. 


We subsequently contacted Detective ROBERT ADKINS of the Valdosta, Georgis 
S.0. who is in charge of the case and advised him of what our investi¬ 
gation and arrest of Mr. ELLIS had revealed. Detective ADKINS advised 
us to place a detainer on ELLIS for 1st Degree Murder under their case 
#88-1100007 for his agency and they would arrange for extridition. Mr. 

ELLIS was booked into the Clark County jail for Fugitive Valdosta, GA 
S.0. - 1st Degree Murder; Fugitive Omaha, Nebraska P.D., Grand Larceny 
Auto; and Fugitve Pensacola, FL, Escambia County S.0., Possession Stolen'

ADDITIONAL DETAILS ARE: 


On 11/04/88 at approximately 2239 hours, Trooper ROSELL OWENS and I 
were on patrol in the area of 1-15 at mile marker CL5. At this time 
we entered the rest area located on 1-15 southbound at mile marker CL5 
for the purpose of a security check as the area is a known high crime 
area. Upon entering the rest area we observed a dark blue 1986 Ford 
Escort with no visible front license plate, backed into a covered parking 
area, with a white male lying in the rear seat. Trooper OWENS and I 
exited the patrol unit to ensure the safety of the occupant and to check 
the vehicle as there was no visible registration. As we approached the 
rear of the vehicle, I noted a Florida license plate attached to the rear 
of the vehicle, DCU68V, and subsequently ran a records check on the plate. 

I was advised by NHP dispatch that the license plate was stolen out of 
Escambia County S.O., Pensacola, Florida under NCIC# P17503646, OCA #466409. 

Trooper OWENS approached the left side of the vehicle and I approached 
the right side of the vehicle and verbally commanded the subject to exit 
the vehicle which was locked. The subject sat up and refused to exit 
the vehicle and began reaching down toward the floor area next to the 
driver's seat. I then verbally ordered the subject to move his hands up 
into sight and unlock the door. For approximately five minutes the sub¬ 
ject continued with his obvious attempts to retrieve what we believed to 
be a weapon from next to the driver's seat before finally opening the 
door. The subject, upon opening the door, was physically removed as we 
observed a nickle-plated .22 caliber Jennings semi-automatic, serial 
#441533, sitting on the floor next to the driver's door and driver's seat. 
The subject was taken into custody and was advised of his rights by 
Trooper R. OWENS, which the subject verbally stated he understood. I 
then secured the weapon, which contained five .22 long rifle cartridges 
in the clip, and the chamber was noted to be clear. 


Upon securing the suspect and weapon, the vehicle identification number, 

1FABP3192GW1 86785 , was run for a registration and wants check. I was 
thereafter advised by NHP dispatch center that the vehicle was regis¬ 
tered to a Mr. LORENZO HARMON TUCKER, 514 S. 85 th St., Omaha, Nebraska, 
and the registration to the vehicle was Nebraska 1K7409• Disptach further 
advised that the vehicle was reported stolen out of Omaho, Nebraska Police 
Department under NCIC# V034916534, and the owner, Mr. LORENZO HARMON TUCKER, 
was the victim of a homicide in Valdosta, Georgia, and to hold the vehicle 
for latent prints. I then photographed the vehicle and the suspect, and 
sealed the vehicle, which was subsequently towed to 6765 W. Charleston to 
the Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department Crime Lab for processing. 

The vehicle was escorted to the lab from the scene by Sergeant KEN PEPPLEY 
and was turned over to Detective BECKMAN's custody.

We have been assisted by the Omaha office of the FBI in trying to 
track the whereabouts of Tucker and the suspect, Ellis, and to date 
leave not been able to confirm Ellis 1 presence in Omaha prior to 
Tucker's disappearance. Ellis lias indicated to Nevada Investigators 
that he stayed at the Delmar Hotel. A report completed by Investi¬ 
gator Lanny Lenker notes there is no record at the Delmar of Ellis,

Mr. GAFFNEY states that he was on the committee responsible for taking care of the 
Hospitality Room, which consisted of coffee, rolls and things of that nature, and 
also he was on the clean up and policing committee to make sure that things were clean¬ 
ed up and left as they should be at the time of corrpletion. Mr. GAFFNEY states that 
there were a number of workshops, guest speakers, along with the booths. He stated 
that he had talked to Mr. TUCKER earlier and asked him if he had been to any of the 
guest speakers lectures and he stated no that he had been checking the booths. He 
stated the last time he saw him would have been between 12:30 and 1:00. 


I asked him if he had seen him with anyone in particular and he stated, "no." But 
he doesn't remember particularly because there was between 600 and 800 people there 
and it was quite crowded.' 

Mr. GAFFNEY states that he continued his duties and upon corrpletion of the workshop, 
clean up and what have you, he left and didn't think anymore about it.

DETAILS: 


On Thursday, 04 November 1988, Reporting Officer was assigned by SGT. 
HALEY to go with him to the address of 514 So. 85th street the residence 
of TUCKER DOROTHY. Information had been received that her husband TUCKER 
LORENZO who had been reported missing on Friday, 28 October 1988 had 
been found murdered in'* the state of Georgia. 

Reporting Officer along with SGT. HALEY went to the TUCKER residence 
along with Mrs. TUCKER'S daughter and informed her of her husband's 
death. It should be noted that Mrs. TUCKER ’ is under doctor’s care for 
heart problems. A rescue squad was called to the residence for Mrs. 
TUCKER but she refused any medical aid. 

It was determined in talking with Mrs. TUCKER that her husband possibly 
had four credit cards with him at the time of his disappearance, this 
being a Visa card, Mastercharge, Sears & Robuck and JCPennys. 

Reporting Officer did obtain these cards from Mrs. TUCKER and made contact 
with the following people on these cards. 

First National Bank, I contacted ADAMS CHARLES who is a Security Officer 
and at this time he was given information on the Visa card number 
441802333727-2801. Upon checking, Mr. ADAMS advised that this credit 
card had been stopped by Mrs. TUCKER on 10-31-88 and is currently reported 
as lost or stolen status. He advised that nothing has came in on the 
credit card except for a 1975 insurance premium which is an automatic 
deduction. Mr. ADAMS advised Reporting Officer that he would enter 
this credit card along with the other three missing in the impact system 
which is a nationwide credit card system meaning that if the cards are 
used anywhere that they should be notified. 

Reporting Officer then contacted Firstier Bank concerning Mastercharge 
card number 517-5000126579547. At this location, Reporting Officer 
spoke with Security Officer GOLTL MELZINE. She also advised Reporting 
Officer that Mrs. TUCKER had reported the card lost or stolen on 10-31-88. 
She reports no activity on the card since this date. 


Reporting Officer then contacted the JCPennys store at the West^o^ds,

that this is an active credit card, however, they have no recent charges 
on it, he also advised that they would make a lost or stolen on this 
credit card account.

On Thursday, 03 November 1988, Reporting Officer was contacted by Lownds County Sher¬ 
iff's Investigator Robert ADKINS, Valdosta, Georgia, telephone number 912-333-5138, 
concerning the identification of a body found outside of Valdosta as being that of 
Lorenzo Harmon TUCKER of 514 South 85th Street, Cmaha, Nebraska, v/ho was reported 
missing on Saturday, 29 October 1988, to the Cmaha Police Division under this RB number. 
Investigator ADKINS advised that TUCKER was found fifteen miles east of Valdosta on 
US Highway 84 and four miles south of 84 on County Road CCC. TUCKER was apparently 
found by hunters in the area. 

According to the investigation conducted by the Lownds County Sheriff's Office and 
the Georgia Bureau of Investigation Agent Ronnie THOMPSON, TUCKER was found with one 
small caliber gunshot wound to the left rear of his head, his vest was wrapped around 
his head, a blue and green trimmed hand towel was also found at the scene. ADKINS 
advised that TUCKER had several days' growth of beard and had been stripped of all 
jewelry, personal identification, money and credit cards, but still retained his 
glasses and wedding ring. TUCKER was wearing a gray suit which matches the clothing 
description provided by the family at the time of his disappearance. 

ADKINS advised that the Medical Examiner's Office in Georgia has placed TUCKER'S time 
of death as being sometime on Sunday, 30 October 1988. His body was found on Tuesday, 
01 November 1988, at approximately 0930 hours. TUCKER was identified by fingerprints 
submitted to the FBI. According to FBI records, TUCKER was arrested in Daytona Beach, 
Florida in 1986 for indecent exposure (masturbating in the men's room) in an area 
frequented by homosexuals. 

Detective ADKINS requested specific follow-up in Omaha concerning TUCKER's activities 
on Friday, 28 October 1988, credit card account numbers, checking account balance, 
gun registrations and any missings from the Special Education classes in the Council. 
Bluffs, Iowa area. A check was also requested for students at Iowa Western Community 
College from the South Georgia or Florida area who have not returned to class since 
Friday. 


A request was made by this investigating officer to FBI Special Agent Mike WALTERS 
to subpoena bank records of TUCKER from the Southwest Bank and to conduct interviews 
with TUCKER's two secretaries in the Council Bluffs' school system and any other inter¬ 
views which he could develop in the Council Bluffs vicinity. 


Investigators of the Cmaha Police Homicide/Assault Unit will conduct follow up investi 
gat ion concerning activities in Omaha in an atterrpt to trace TUCKER's route from 
Council Bluffs to the Southwest Bank and his whereabouts after that point.

On this date I spoke with AMY KERNEN, the daughter of L. HARMON TUCKER 
at 496-7558 regarding return of TUCKER's vehicle which is in the custody 
of the Nevada State Patrol in Las Vegas, Nevada. Additionally, Mrs. 

KERNEN wished to clarify several statements she previously made to 
Homicide Investigators. 

Mrs. KERNEN advised that she has learned from her mother that it would 
not be uncommon for her father to write a check for $400.00. She 
advised that her mother told her her father would periodically cash 
checks of that amount, come home with the money, and then take his wife 
out and buy items. Mrs. KERNEN had previously-advised Homicide Investi¬ 
gators that it would be highly unlike her father to cash such a check. 

She also advised that she has been reading the newspaper accounts provided 
by the suspect, WALTER ELLIS regarding his meeting with her father at 
various fast food restaurants. Mrs. KERNEN advised that her father had 
ulcers and was on a strict diet as a result of his heart attack. Fast 
food restaurants were therefore out of the question. He would normally 
either bring his lunch or not eat at all. She did advise that her father 
might once in a great while eat at a fast food restaurant but absolutely 
would he eat at such a place 4 or 5 times in a week.

The offender hit her reipe^edly 
with his fists, forced her to commit oral sex, and raped her repeatedly. The wife survived tpO 
attack. The children were not assaulted. The offender left the residence, and a ijfajd
